The invention defined in claims 1-18 is not disclosed by this 
document. 

The cited prior art does not give anyc indication that would 
lead a person skilled in the art to the claimed method , 
system and network elements of separating a first entity 
maintaining registration information from users and a second 
entity maintaining information dependent on the registration. 
The first entity being a registar and the second entity a 
presence server. The benefits of separating the two entities 
and have them operate independently of each other results in 
better integration with overall network in which they operate 
leading to a decrease in the overall load in the network. A 
subscription of events using the SIP protocol is also 
incorporated by the invention. 

Therefore, the claimed invention is not obvious to a person 
skilled in the art. 

Accordingly, the invention defined in claims 1-18 is novel and 
is considered to involve an inventive step. The invention is 
industrially applicable.
